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The proposed amendment is not entered because amendments to claims 1,11 and 1 3 raise new issues that require further search and 
consideration. Specifically, amended limitations in which the brokerage account has a line of credit and facilitating, through said solely 
automated process, said at least one of buy, sell, and trade within said brokerage account using said line of credit and prior to receiving 
said payment from said applicant for said investment raises new raise new issues that require further search and consideration. 

With respect to Applicant's arguments against he final rejection, mailed 25 April 2008, Applicant argues that the cited prior art of Price does 
not qualify as prior art. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner notes that Price reference was taken from the year 2000 
Webarchive. The Examiner can also provide another copy that shows the date in the address at the bottom (Examiner notes that the copy 
is not a new reference. It contains the exact same information). The date is listed at 20010129 or Jan. 29, 2001. The copy also says 
Copyrighted 2000. Both of these dates are before the Applicant's earliest priority date. The Examiner could fax this to the Applicant upon 
request by the Applicant by telephoning the Examiner. 

Applicant also argues that Price discloses that trades may be made on the same day but that is not synonymous with realt-time. However, 
claim 1 , as addressed in the Final Rejection, recites only real-time access to the account since the claim does not performing any trading. 
Therefore there can be no real-time trading. Therefore this argument is moot. Similarly no trading was performed in an automated process 
in the claim as addressed in the Final Rejection. Instead it was automated access that was granted. The proposed amendment would be 
sufficient to give patentable weight to Applicant's arguments, however, the claims as previously addresses are interpreted as broad as 
reasonaly possible. Since no trading was performed, no automated trading was required.
